FROM WASHINGTON. 


Windom’s Wealth Discussed--The 
Post-Office Department. 


The Senate and Its Political Complex- 
ion--Capitol Notes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 29.—The an- 
houncement sent you some days since that 
the Post-office Department has been more 
than self-sustaining for the year just passed, 
will encourage the advocates of reduced 
letter postage to renewed activity during the 
coming session of Congress. Already the 
warlike Robinson, of the Brooklyn District, 
has loosed his hold upon the tall of the 
British lion and come to the front with the 
announcement that a penny postage shall be 
the chief effort of the session with him. 

Congressman Hill, of New Jersey, 
is preparing to sect in for another 
siege, and thinks if he can only 
be returned to the nextd Congress he 
will look well after not only Peduced post- 
age, but the silk interest well, provided 
they are not attended to durir this session. 
Hill and Robinson were the chief advocates 
of reduced letter ay last session, each 
having introduced a ili for that purpose. 
Hill providing for a reduction to two centsfor 
letters, and Robinson for a uniform price of 
one cent for lotters not over half an ounce in 
weight. The Post-office Department will 
this year have nearly $1,000,000 surplus to go 
into the general fund for payment of the 
public debt, running the gemeral expenses 
of the Government and providing for the 
future river and harbor biils. "ihe Post- 
office Department has never but once or 
twice before proven self-sustaining, and a 
surplus of a million dollars is quite a novelty. 
The principal argument which will be used 
in favor of the reduction will be that 90 per 
cent of the receipts comes from letters, and 
that merchandise is carried at a rate altogeth- 
er below cost atthe expenseof the masses 
who pay the letter — The rate on mer- 
chandise is now but one cent per ounce, while 
on letters it is three cents for one-half ounce, 
or six times as great. On newspapers the 
rates are but two cents a pound, while letters 
ure ninety-six cents a pound. Few will 
ask that newspaper rates be increased, for 
no politician cares to unnessarily 
tread on the toes of the press, but 
the demand will be for a reduction in 
letter postage, an increase in the rates on 
merchandise and the removal of the frank- 
ing privilege, which forces the letter writers 
to pay for the carriage of thousands of tons 
of “documents” to serve political and per- 
sonal ends, orelse delivers books free of 
cost to persons and organizations amply able 
to pay the cost of carriage. 

WINDOM’S WEALTH. 

The fight-against Senator Windom, to pre- 
vent a reélection during the coming winter, 
is becoming very@hot, and some remarkable 
methods are being’ resorted to to defeat him. 
His unfortunate experience of last winter, in 
regard the alleged attempts

enemies, and when you get a whisky man 
thoroughly waked up you are likely to hear 
from him In some er The latest attack on 
Windor is to show that he has made a great 
deal of money since he became a Senator.

THE SENATE. 

Speaking of Senatoriai strictures leads to 
the remark that the Repubiicars are now 
feeling a little more comfortable regarding 
the political complexion of the Senate than 
they did before the Maine election. The 
terms of twenty-six Senators expire on 
the 4th of March next, and, taking away 
these, the remaining Senators stand twenty- 
six Re ublicans, twenty-three Demoerats 
and Mahone. Ten States, which areto send 
new Senators have either already chosen 
them or have indicated by. the choice of a leg- 
islatyre what the political complexion of 
their Senator will be. These are Mississippi, 
Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana, Kentucky 
Virginia, Maine, Rhode Isiand, Nevada and 
Oregon. Of these five will be Democrats,four 
Republicans, and one (Riddleberger) inde- 

endent. This makes the nate, as now 
nown, thirty Republicans, twenty-eight 
Democrats, and two “independent,” who are 
pretty sure to vote with the Republicans on 
all party questions. Of the remaining States

Texas, and est 

Virginia will elect Democrats 
and Kansas, Massachusetts, Michigan. Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire and IIli- 
nois will doubtless send Republicans, mak- 
ing the list stand 32 Demograts, 37 Republi- 
cans and 2 independents. Then there are Col- 
orado, Delaware, New Jersey, North Caroll-

Railroad Commissioners Can Regulate 
Freight Charges to Points Outside 
their States. , 


SPRINGFIELD, Itr., September 29.—An 
opinion was rendered by the Illinois Supreme 
Court, yesterday, in a case involving the 
question of the power of the State Legisla- 
ture to regulate the rates charged by railroads 
for freight carried to points outside of Illi- 
nois, and whether the act prohibiting unjust 
discrimination in such rates is not in contra-

vention to the Constitution of the United 
States. The case was one in which a sixty-six 
per cent larger rate was charged on a haul 
from Giiinan to New York than on a hanl 
from Peoria to New York, 
though the distance from Peoria 


It was held 
by the court that the charge was unjust, ex- 
cessive, extortionate and unlawftl, and in 
effect, the court upheld- the authority of the

A MAN’S IDENTITY. 


The Celebrated Wackerle Case Still 
on Trial. 


Mrs. Wackerle Persists He is Not Her 
Husband--Wackerie’s Brother 
Identifies Him. 


The third day of the Wackerle insurance trial 
jnthe United States Circuit Court was opened 
with the reading of a volume of depositions taken 
for the defense in Minnesota, Louisiana and Cali 
fornia. To facilitate the bnsiness. of 
the term Judge MeCrary improvised 
a court-room of Judge Treat’s private chambers, 
and sat in the trial of another ease there, Judve 
sensational identity 
case. The trial proceeds slowly on account of the 
mass of evidence introduced by the insurance 


company. Interest in the case has 
not in any degree abated, and 
lawyers linger around the bar waiting for the cli- 


max to be attained, when Messrs. Glover & Shep- 
ley place Win. Wackerle, real or supposititions, on 
the stand, The cumulative testimony, both ora! 
and by depositions, thus far preponderates ii favor 
of establishing his identity. Mrs. Wackerle, 
the plaintiff, is unshaken in the — faith 
that her husband a in a burial ground near 
Shrevevort, La., and that he was the victim of the 
railroad accident there on Christmas day, 1872 
His old neighbors, comrades and persons with 
whom he boarded, however, are to the front in 
strong numbers declaring that the man produced 
alive in the ecourt-room is hone other 
than Wackerle, and the wife they hold to be mis- 
taken on this remarkable issue. No on doubts the 
sincerity of her convictions, but the volume of 
testimony is clearly against her. She gets very 
much excited at intervals, and her counsel, Phil 
Donahue, beside whom she sits, is frequently tom- 
pelled to check her indignation and hold her 
within the bounds of court-room decorum. A. R. 
Taylor, of counsel for the plaintiff, is stillsick and 
unable to attend the trial. The depositions read 
by Mr. Shepley this morning consisted of evi- 
dence goingto prove that Wackerle is alive and 


that he was recognized in divers places 
by old acquaintances several years 
after the accident at Shreveport, 


when he was og to have been run over and 
killed by a train. Photographs of the man bear 
the strongest resemblance to the William Wack- 
erle hunted up in California by the insurance 
company’s attorney, Wimmen, and brought 
here for this trial. He ip a mid- 
die-aged man of _ respectable appearance. 
his face and hands bearing the signs of many 
years’ manual labor. His brother, John Wack- 
erle, whe was confronted and identified by several! 
Witnesses yesterday, bears a strong family like- 


ness. Mrs. Wackerle denies that William Wack- 
erle is her husband, and she holds 
fast to her bellef that it is

Candidates on the Thorny Seat--Views 
of Republicans--Notes. 


The hope was strong in many Republican hearts 
yesterday that the two important meetings to be 
held during the afternoon—the one by the Filley 
City Central Committee, the other by the members 
of the anti-Filley State Central Committee,charged 
with securing the harmony of the party in St.

the anti-Filleyites.. During this morning the 
Post-Dispatca interviewed a number of leading 
Republicans as to what they —— of the pecu- 
liarly snr te phase which their party civil 
war bes assumed, and their opinions, though nat- 
urally diverse, ary, by no means uninteresting. 

Mi. CHAUNCEY I. FILLEY

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A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 


an Dynamite. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 


In February last the pyrotechnic establish- 
ment belonging to Prof. Samuel Jackson, at 
Cluster, was destroyed and a number of lives 
lost. Sinee that time the owner of the ill- 
futed place has devoted much time in learn- 
ing the true cause of the explosion, and he 
believes that at last he has solved the mys- 
tery. In asmall building attached to the 
factory proper were stored a nuinber of stars 
made of a material known as blue light. lt 
was this that detonated with such terrific 
force as to demolish the structure where they 
were stored. Prof. Jackson yesterday told a 
‘ecord reporter the result of his recent dis- 
coveries, Which he claims will greatly bene- 
fit science and show that a new force has been 
found for blasting purposes which he believes 
iseven more powerful than nitro-glycerine 
and half again of the power of dynamite. 

“Thave been making blue fire, such as 
caused this trouble, since 1854.” said the 
Professor, ‘“‘and never knew it to explode, de- 
tonite or develop any extraordinary force 
until last February. p till within a short 
time ago 1 was ignorant of the real cause of 
the disaster, but happening to read in an 
English paper of an explosion in New Zea- 
and which was exactly similar, and there 
Seing an explanation of the subject, I set 
about to make experiments. company 
with my counsel, Mr. Joseph L. Caven, Mr. 
John M. Broomall and a dozen other gentle- 
men I made a trip to Woodbury, N. J. Here 
a tube containing a couple of -pounds of the 
dlue fire was placed in the earth and a huge 
ftone laid on top of it. The party went otf 
acouple of hundred feet and the detonation 
Was caused by électricity being applied to a 
percussion cap. The effect was startling. 
ihe stone was shattered into fragments, a 
large hole was dug into the ground and a 
Coud of dirt and dust thrown into the air at 
ast a hundred feet.. At the second the de- 
Wnation occurred, Mr. Broomall turned to 
te and remarked:—‘“‘There, that sounded 
jist the same as the explosion at your works 
at Chester.” At Mr. Caven’s suggestion the 
éii1e amount of powder was exploded under 
exactly similar conditions, but the result was 
hothing worth speaking of. A little gun- 
owder was placed in the top of the can of 
ue tire and it was exploded with about the 
‘lie resultas the previous one had been.

“At the New Zealand accident a chemist 
had prepared some blue fire, which he found 
had not been correctly compounded, so he 
sent an assistant into the yard to destroy it.

During his absence his wife came along with 
a bucket of water, and dashed it in the di- 
rection of the burning chemicals. The re 
sult was a most. frightful explosion, which 
tore out the woman’s arms and one leg and 
otherwise mutilated her. All the glass’ for 
blocks around was shattered. The similar- 
ity between this accident and the ‘one 
Chester was so great as to lead at once to the 
belief that the spray from the firemen’s hose 
had produced the concussion, and the result 
was the detonation and its consequences.

FEYGHINE’S SUICIDE. 


The Story of the Actress Who Died For 
| a Pitiful Duke. 
st leer to the New York World. 


My last lefter wason an actress who had 
played her cards wellin life. To-day I have 
to write of one who has played her cards 
ew You have heard by telegraph 
of the suicide of Mile. Feyghine, of the 
Théater Francais. Duverger marries at 
fifty with every prospect of living happily 
ever after, and at twenty-two poor Feyghine 
can see no better way out of it than to shoot 
herself with a revolver. It was very tragic. 
She seems to have been slightly mad, but 
how she became so no one can rightly say, 
although the papers, in that foolish way of 
trying to put a good face on everything, 
assure us that it was all owing to her want 
of complete snecess on the stage. So every- 
body must judge for himself. She had a heat 
little hotel in the Avenue de Victor Hugo and 
she suddenly closed this up, dismissed all her 
servants and told her maid totake her boxes 
to the house of the young Duc de Morny, as 
she meant to accompany lim on a long jour- 
ney. Then she took a walk in the Bois, prob- 
abiy knowing what she might expect to see 
there,and in the Bois she saw the Duke 
driving with the daughter of a_ millionaire 
banker said to be his jincée. From there 
Feyghine went straight to the Duke’s house 
and waited for his return. He camein only 
to excuse himself for not staying with her, 
as he had to dine in the country. She left, 
but towards midnight she came back. He 
had probably given some orders about her, 
for, according to one account, she had to 
force her way in. Atany rate she insisted 
on waiting for him. At12 he returned, and 
they hada long talk—an amicable one—at 
least there was no quarrel. He said he was 

oing to Russia to shoot with Prince 
emidoff. Mile. Feyghine asked if she 
might not go too. He expressed a polite ap- 
prehension that such a long absence, might 
stop her career at the Theatre Francais, and 
as it was now near two in the morning, he 
reminded her in the same courteous way 
that it was getting rather late. Feyghine 
rose to go; the Duke went into his bath-room, 
and, when there, he heard the report of a 
pistol. She had shot herself in the intestines 
—a badaim for the breast that cost her 
hours of agony before she died. You may 
imagine the scene: The valet rushed in; 
the Duke-rushed out for a doctor and a com- 
missary of police. The poor girl said the 
Duke was not to blame; the Duke was evi- 
dently of the same opinion, for he could 
give no better clue to her motive than 
that she had threatened to commit suicide if 
she did not succeed better at the Theatre 
Francais. 

She had led a strange life. She was a Rus- 
sian by origin. Her father was named Feigen, 
and from this the name was Frenchified into 
its present spelling. Some of the papers, 
still with a view of putting a nice coating of 

nvenance on the whdle affair, say that he 
was a contractor for the Russian army. His 
wife died and the house went into absolute 
disorder. The three children were left to 
themselves, and that was not the worst part 
of their misfortune, considering what kind of 
persons were sometimes brought in to take 
the wife’s place. The home was a scene of 
misery and of violence. The father once 
broke a son’s leg .through beating him ina 
rage. At another time all the three wretched 
children tried to hang themselves together. 
Poor little Feyghine at. last ran 
away from it and came to Paris, where she 
had an aur She was poor and unknown, 
but she ha@ introductions. She went to Du- 
mas, Who was struck with her beauty and 
with a certain wiid charm which, with our 
taste for rarities in human deportment, prom- 
ised success as a new genre. He talked to 
her in the paternal way which is character- 
istic of his second manner. He called her 
“my daughter,” she called him “master” in 
return. ‘“‘You may succeed as an actress,”’ 
he said, “but pas de folie, no nonsense,” 
“What do you mean by nonsense, chere mai- 
tre?’ ‘Well, falling in love, for example.”

But, as 
we see. she has killed herself beiore she fail- 
ed. hy?

She was alive in all 
the freshness of her youth four days ago.

Myopia Among School Children. 
New York Specia! to Chieago Times. 

At the monthly: meeting of the New York 
County Medical Association Dr. W. F. Mii- 
tendorf read a paper on “‘“Myopia and the Ne- 
cessity ofits Correction by Glasses.” He 
said that myopia or short-sightedness had 
justly been called a disease of civilization, 
and unless prompt measures were taken to 
counteract the injurious influences which led 
to the development of the disease it must 
more and wore be regarded as a disease 
of civilized life. The disease was incurable, 
but could be successfully arrested by the ap- 
plication of proper glasses. The most dan- 
gerous period for myopia to setin was from 
the ages of5to 15 years, and an examina- 
tion of the pupils attending the schools of 
New York has led to the following dis- 
coveries Out of 203 seholars attending 
the Thirteenth Street Grammar School only 
six were near-sighted. At Grammar School 
No. 58, 698 children were examined, of whom 
84 per cent were suffering from myopia. This 
included 425 American children, among whom 
there were 34 cases of = and 273 Ger- 
mans, of whom 26 were suffering from myo- 
pia. At grammar school No. 35, of 630 
Americans, 10 per cent were myopic, and of 
266 Germans, 17% per cent were affiicted with 
the disease. At Colwnbia college 201 stu- 
dents were examined, and of these 69, or 35 
per cent, were found to be nearsighted, the 
percentage being greater in the academical 
department than in the School of Mines. Fur- 


hereditary nature of the disease, showed that 
of 45 Jews, 40 per cent. came from myopic 
faniilies; of 82 German myopics, 29, or 35 
per cent came from myopic families, and of 
160 American children, only 49, or 31 per 
cent had ay in their families. In all 
cases it was found myopia increased with the 
length of school life. The popular prejudices 
of the poorer classes against ‘the use of 
glasses, led to very mischievous results, and 
often to hopeless blindness.

PERSONAL IDENTITY. 

Our local columns report from day to day 
the progress of another one of those interest- 
ing trials turning upon a question of personal 
identity. In this WACKERLE case the con- 
flict of testimony is of an unusually start- 
ling character, the brother and many old 
neighbors of WACKERLE swearing posi- 
tively that they recognize himin the person 
produced in court as WILLIAM WACKERLE, 
while his wife and many old aquaintances 
and neighbors swear just as positively that 
the man produced is not WILLIAM WACK- 
ERLE. The wife who is suing for the insur- 
ance on his life testifies that he went to 
Texas, and that soon after “ she was 
informed by his brother of his  acci- 
dental death in Texas, and, going there, 
recognized his exhumed body by a_ broken 
tooth and other marks sufficient to satisfy 
her of its identity. On the other hand, the 
man who claims to be WILLIAM WACKERLE 
has obtained a pension for WILLIAM W ACK- 
ERLE’S services in the army, and as it is un- 
derstood that his brother Jomn will swear to 
his identity, as well as a number of persons 
who knew him in Germany and have since 
known him in this country for thirty years, 
so much positive identification is likely to 
prevail against the negative testimony of 
many witnesses who bicrely fail to reeognize 
in the old man from California a man 
they knew in Minnesota between 1855 
and 1865. There seem to be developing 
some features of a casein which JonN and 
WILLIAM WACKERLE may possibly have 
conspired to enable the latter to desert 
his wife and leave her under the impression 
that he was dead, without at the same time 
helping her to obtain the insurance on his 
life.

And ret the shepherd familiar with 
a large flock of sheep ean identify one of his 
in a strange flock of a thousand, by signs 
which he cannot point out to the recognition 
of any one else, but which he can preve to be 
unerring by giving the disputed sheep a 
ehance to show where he belongs.

OUR LAND NAVY. 

From a roster recently published it ap- 
pears that we have educated and are now 
supporting in idleness a great many naval 
officers for whom our Government finds no 
use or employment whatever. Besides those 
on furlough who receive one-third of their 
sea-fay, and those on leave and waiting 
orders who receive two-thirds of their sea- 
pay, the active list includes 1,844 officers, of 
whom 609 are assigned to ‘‘shore duty,’’ 
which means comfortable quarters, perqui- 
sites, “soft tack” and about eighty-five per 
cent of their sea-pay for devoting themselves 
to billiardsand soctety. This shore list of 
well-paid idlers includes one Ailmiral, one 
Vice-Admiral, four Rear-Admirals, seven- 
teen Commodores, twenty-nine Captains, 
thirty-eight Commanders, twenty-eight Lieu- 
tenant-Commanders and eighty-one Lieu- 
tenants, the remainder being Masters, Mid- 
shipmen, Surgeons, Engineers, etc.—enough 
to officer a first-class navy. We are 
told it is not their fault that they 
are not at sea drawing full pay; that our 
navy does not contain enough seaworthy 
vessels to carry all its officers, and that con- 
sequently all sorts of pretexts are resorted to 
for assigning them to imaginary duties on 
shore, where some of them have been so long 
they have almost forgotten they ever were 
sailors. 

Now, the Government employs laborers, 
clerks and a host of other civil servants to 
perform ali of the work of the Navy Depart- 
ment on shore, and to wait on these shore 
officers, too, because such service is nowhere 
exacted of naval officers. But it does seem 
that this great waste of professional skill and 
scientific culture might be avoided, and that, 
‘as we have to pay these men, we might assign 
them to a duty on our Western rivers which 
is strictly in the hne of their profession, 
every way worthy of its dignity and 
offering them a chance to render the 
country a service far more important and 
valuable than any they ean render at sea in 
time of peace. As graduates of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis they are supposed 
to be versed In all the lore of civil and mili- 
tary engineering, with a special reference to 
the laws governing the action of currents and 
their effects in forming and removing bars

and other obstructions to navigation. As we 


rivers, it does seem that no branch of the 
public service ought to be so competent to 
have charge of the work as the officers of the 
Navy. It would only be employing them to 
deal with that element to which they have 
dedicated their lives, and which is peculiarly 
the study of their profession. It seems to be 
the unanimous opinion of old river men that 
the officers of the army have generally failed 
in,dealing with river improvements; that the 
only substantial ones have originated in the 
suggestions of practical navigators, and that 
the navy should be allowed a trial. 

In the line of these suggestions it may be 
added that our Navy had to do allof its 
fighting during the late war on our rivers or 
about their mouths and had to acquire a 
knowledge of river navigation under circum- 
stances in which a previous knowledge 
thereof would have been of immense advan- 
tage, Incase of a foreign war with a supe- 
rior naval power it may happen that our 
rivers will be the scene of the most effective 
service our Navy can render, and its officers 
oucht to be made as familiar with the navig- 
able streains of the country as with all that 
concerns our coast navigation and ‘coast de- 
fenses. There are probably 300 accomplished 
naval officers wasting their lives on merely 
nominal duty who ought to be surveying 
our rivers and preparing plans for the im- 
provement of their navigation. This matter 
is worthy of the attention of Congress. 


pr. CRITTENDEN made a speechin Ray 
county yesterday in which he dwelt on the 
perils to be app?ehended from the growing 
power of the big corporations, and said:

Broadhead and the Public Schools. 
ST. Lovis, September 28, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh : 

In the splendid exposition which you recently 
made of the cowardice and duplicity of James O. 
Broadhead, you failed to touch upon one point 
that I think the voters of the district and the 
friends of public education should be informed of. 
Broadhead was a member of the Board of Free- 
holders that ended their work on the 3d day of 
July, 1876. He was regarded by the people of the 
city and by his associates on the board as one of 
the best constitutional lawyers in the State. The 
utmost confidence was reposed in him, and when 
it was suggésted that the opponents of public 
schools and those who were anxious to draw the 


system into the mire of part litics would try to 
induce the board to mper with the chai ter 
granted by the Legislature in 1833, people said: 

Surely Broadhead and Shields and Collier will 
not tolerate any interference with the vested 
rights of the School Board.” People were wrong. 
Broadhead did allow it, as the following will show. 
Let people read and ponder. In section 13 of the 
charter of “The President and Board of Public 
Schools,” the following passage occurs: “And the 
General Assembly reserves to itself the right to 
alter or repeal this act whenever {it shall appear 
to have failed in accomplishing the great o fects 
vor which ’ is passed.” 

nh sections 1 tt “5 of article 13 of th 

Charter framed by the Board of Freeholders, sev. 
eral very vital and important alterations are at- 
tempted in the Charter of the School Board, some 
of which were carried Into effect after the Munict- 
pal Scheme and charter were adopted. This tam- 
pering with the great safeguard which the legisia- 
ture in 1853 placed around the Public Schoo Sys- 
tem of the city was the occasion for the asking of 
an opinion from the oy Counselor in regard to 
the legal force and validity of the changes and the 
eunciation him of views which, if carried to 
their natu sequence, would have placed the 
schools, the principals and the teachers subject 
to the change in each biennial Municipal Asse 
bly. It was to the effect that the city had the er 
clusive right to govern and contro] the school 
funds through the Council and Assembly. The 
danger was seen and forestalled by the Demo- 
cratic members of the Board of Public Schools. 
The blame of the attempted wrong must be shared 


by J. O. Broadhead, who knew that no such power 
as it usurped was ever given, and could not have 
been given when the act was passed creating the 
Board of Freeholders and Clearly defining its 
owers and limitations.

How the St. Louis Market is 
Oversoild. 
—_—<—__—— 


High-Priced Cattle--Cotton Speculating 
--Personals, Ete. 


Some of the shorts who have been selling corn 
freely in this market have become somewhat 
alarmed at reports that the market was oversold 
more than it could stand. Rumors have been fly- 
ing areund the floor,and especially inthe “pit, 
for the last couple of days or,so that certain strong 
parties had been buying steadily for some time 
past and had got large lines of October and No- 
vember at low prices. It was stated that Moses 
Fraley, the Third street stock broker, had 
turned his attention to corn, attracted 
by its cheapness, and had bought a large line of 
November corn, {in which he intended to run a 
deal. He issaid tobe long a anery amount for 
November. Others had it that E. M. Samuel & 
Sons, Grier Bros., E. A. Kent & Co. and other 
strong houses here had been quietly gathering in 
wilthe October and November corn they could 
pick up and were og for arise. The depar- 
ure of 1). R. Francis for New York led some to 
believe that he had -gone there to enlist the aid 
that money and influence give of some of the big 
guns of New York on the huli side. There is no 
end to the different reports that are heard.

It is not claimed that 
any attempt will be made to corner any of these 
options, and there is apparently no contempiated 
concert of action among the longs. Their only idea, 
it is said, is that corn must advance 
above the price it is now selling at, and they are 
awaiting that happy time to sell out. 

“Not but what,” said a prominent bull, “the 
longs could, if they chose, run prices up, but I 
don’t believe they intend todo so. Why, if they 
wanted to they couid sit down and demand that 
the property they bought be delivered to them and 
refuse to settle until it was. That would cause 
the market to advance of itself, for these shorts 
can’t get the corn to dehvyer and would have to 
buy it tn on the market.” 

The longs do not believe that corn will grade in 
St. Louis before November, and hardly then if 
there is any continued wet weather throughout 
the corn section. A week of rain, they say. wil 
put the crop back so that it won't be fit 
to grade hefore the latter part 
of this year or first of next, and even now it would 
require dry, cold weather, with several hard 
frosts, to dry outand harden the cornso it will 
inspect No. 2.

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A FEMALE PATRIOT.

How Miss Carroll Planned the 
Tennessee Campaign. 
Shean Sais MAE / 
The Story of How She Preserved Mis- 
souri to the Union. . 


Anna Ella Carroll, the daughter of Thomas King 
Carroll, formerly Governor of Maryland, belo 
to one of the oldest and most patriotic families of 
the State. At the brea king out of the civil 
war Maryland was claimed by the rebellious states 
and for a long time her position seemed uncertain. 
Miss Carroll, an intimate friend of 
Gov. Hicks, and at that time a member of his 
family, says The History of Woman’s Suffrage, fa- 
vored the national cause,and by her powerful argu- 
ments induced the Governor to remain firm in his 
opposition to the scheme of secession. Thus, de- 
spite the siren wooing of the South in its plaint of 
“Maryland, My Maryland,” Miss Carroll was the 
means of preserving her native State to the Union. 
Although a slave-owner and a member of that 


class which so largely proved disloyal, Miss Carroll 
freed her slaves and devoted herself throughout 
the war tothe cause of liberty. She replied to 
the secession speech of Senator Breckenridge 
made during the July session of Congress, 1561, 
with such lucid and convincing arguments that 
the War Department not only circulated a large 
edition, but the Government requested her to pre- 
pare other papers upon unsettled points. In 
response she wrote a pamphlet entitled, “The 
War Powers of the Government,” published in 
December, ‘1861. sy the special request 
of President Lineoln she also prepared a paper 
entitled “The Relation of Revolted Citizens to 
the National Government,” which was approved 
by him and formed the basis of his subsequent 
action, In September, 1861, she also prepared a 
paper on the constitutional power of the President 
to make arrests and to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus; a subject upon which

aoe ual tty among persons of unquestioned 
oyaity. 

Karly in the spring of 1861, Miss Carroll took a 
trip to St. Louis to inspect the progress of the war 
in the West. “A gun-boat fleet under the special 
authorization of the President was then in prepa- 
ration for the descent of the Mississippi. An 
examination of this plan by Miss Carroll showed 
its weakness, and the inevitable 
disaster 1t would bring to the National arms. Her 
astute military genius led her to the substitution 
of another plan upon which she based great hopes 
of success, and its results show it to have been 
one of the profoundest strategic movements of the 
age. * * * Qnthe 12th of September, while 
still in St. Louis, Miss Carroll wrote to Hon. Ed- 
ward Bates, at Washington. (the member of the 
cabinet who first suegesied the expedition down 
the Mississippi) that from information gained by 
her she believed the plan would fail, and urged 
him instead to have the expedition directed up the 
Tennessee river, as the true lipe of attack. On 
the 30th of this month( November 1861) Miss Carroll 
laid her plans, accompanied by explanatory maps, 
before the War Department, * * * Col. Scott, the 
Assistant Secretary, possessing a Knowledge of 
the railroad facilities unequaled, perhaps, by any 
other man in the country «at the time, at once saw 
the vital importance of Miss Carroll’s plan. He 
declared it to be the first clear solution of the diffi 
cult problem, and was soon sent West to assist 
in carrying it outin detail. 

THE MISSISSIPPI EXPEDITION 

was abandoned and the Tennessee made the point 
of attack. Both land and naval 
forces were ordered to move themselves at this 
point, and the country soon began to feel the wis- 
dom of this movement. The capture of Fort 
Henry, an important Confederate post on the 
Tennessee River serving to defend the railroad 
communication between Memphis and Bowling 
Green, was the _ first result of Miss 
Carroll's lan. It fell February 6, isé2, 
and was rapidly followed by the capture of Fort 
Donaldson in which, after a gallant defense, sur- 
rendered to the Union forces, February 16, and 
the name of Ulyssis 8. Grant as the General com- 
manding these forees for the first time became 
known tothe American people. By these victo- 
ries the line of Confederate fortification was 
broke and the enemy’s means of communication 
between the East and the West were destroyed. 

All the historians of the civil war concede that 
the strategy which made the Tennessee river the 
hase of military operations in the southwest, thus 
cutting the Confederacy in two by its control of 
the Memphis and Charteston railroad, also made 
its final destruction inevitable. #* * The. war 
had been raged six mouths, but with the excep- 
tion of West Virginia the battle had been against 
the Union. Thefact that military success alone 
could turn the scale, though now 
acknowledged, seemed to Congress as far 
as ever from consumination. Our military leaders, 
quite ignorant of both the geographical and topo- 
graphical outlines of our Vast country, were un- 
able to formulate the plan necessary for a de- 
cisive blow. Such wasthe situation atthe time 
Miss Carroll sent her plan of the Tennessee cam- 
paign to the War Department.

Miss Carroll’s claim betore 
Congress in connection wiih the 
Tennessee campaign of 1862 shows that the mili- 
tary Committee of the United States Senate at the 
Third Session of the Forty-first Congress reported 
through Senator Howard that Miss Carroll ‘“far- 
vbished the Government the information which 
caused the change of the military expedition 
which was preparing in 1861 to descend the Mis- 
sippi River to fne Tennessee River.” * * * No 
more shameful fact of the history of our 
country exists than that Congress has refused 
all recognition and reward for such patriotic ser- 
vices because they were rendered be a woman. 
While in the past twenty years thousands of men, 
great and small, have received thanks and re- 
wards from the country she saved for work done 
in accordance with her plans, Grant, first made 
known at Donaldson, having twice received the 
highest office in the gift of the nation—having 
made the tour of the world amid universal honors, 
net received gifts of countless value at home 
and abroad. Miss Carroll is still left to struggle 
for a recognition of her services from that ecoun- 
try which is indebted to her for its very life.

Mr. Joseph Arthur, representing Willie Edouin’s 
“Sparks” Combination, has been a traveler in 
many lands. Only afeay weeks ago he returned 
from aseven years’ journey through Egypt, the 
Holy Land and Farther India. Leaving New 
York, October 7, 1877, he went to Rotterdam, and 
has since made a complete circuit 
of the globe, traveling in all, according to the best 
calculation, about 30,000 miles. 
he visited several Hindoo kings, made the ac- 
quaintance of several) Indian nobles of rank, 
crossed the Himalaya Mountains and par- 
ticipated in many adventures. The Vale 
of Cashmere, made classic ‘by Moore’s 
poem of “Lalla Rookh,” was among the 
famous stretches of country through which his 
journey extended. A great portion of the route 
through India was traveled in the company of Mr. 
educated Eurasia, who acted as 
correspondent of the London Times. The latter, 
being thoroughly posted on all the customs of his 
native land, was enabled to give much valuable 
assistance to Mr. Arthur in the collection of 
interesting datain regard to the character and 
customs of the people as well as to obtain recog- 
nition of the ruling princes or rajahs along the 
way. Mr. Guest, the correspondent of the Times, 
hac been directed 10 xO to 
Cashmere and learn whether or not 
Rim Bur Sing, the rajah of that province, had not 
caused 500 of his impoverished snubiects

to appease the wratli of Bralina and puta stop to 
afamine then devasting the land. Being a very 
swiitand accurate draughtsman, Mr. Arthur was 
enabled to preserve for many eyes manyof the 
queer scenes and figures seen in his travels. He 
also gathered many relics, which he brought with 
him back to the land of the white man. Many of 
these, such as a paper published at Lahore, in 
Hindustan, alarge nuniber of photographs and 


letters, he carries with himin his travels for Mr. | 


Edouin. 

In his room at the St. James this morning he ex- 
hibited most of them to a reporter of the Posrt- 
DISPATCH and gave some interesting details of 
his journey. 

He returns, like the traveler of the olden time, 
thoroughly in lovee with ludia, which he declares 
to be ina progressive state. He says that the 
valaces now being built ave superior to those that 
lave been ruined. While at Delhi he learned 
that all of the palaces and temples de- 
stroyed in the famous mutiny have been 
replaced including the Tag Mahal or tomb pal- 
ace and the great — throne which is said to 
have cost over three millions of dollars. The 
magnificent precious stones which were removed 
from their settings by the bayonets of the English 
soldiers have becn replaced with 
imitations, but to the casual visitor the throne 
looks as brilliant and costly as ever. 

THE PEOPLE OF INDIA 

do not like the English, and even hate the lan- 
guage, so badiy in fact that they learn Portuguese 
as a medium. of communicating with for- 
eigners instead of the English. Those 
who speak English belong mostly to the half-caste 
or Eurasian element. The Hindoos need to be 
educated to wipe out the jealousy and prejudice 
which they feel towards one another. It is their 
law of caste founded upon superstition and ignor- 
ance which segregates the masses. The Moguls 
who detest one another also detest the foreign pow- 
er Which holds them in its iron grip and are teeming 
with sedition. “They could sweep England into 
the sea,” said the gentieman, “if they only un- 
derstood their strength, and knew howto use it. 
England understands the situation and tries to 
Keep the missionaries athome. They don’t want 
LLe people educated.”

The Prime Minister of this kingdom, Prinec« 
Lenchman Doss, a thoroughbred young noble, be- 
came a great personal friend of Mr. Arthur. 
Lenchman could not only speak and write Eng- 
lish fluently, but had been initiated into all the 
subtleties of draw poker, liked brandy and water, 
and understood the difierence between a whisky 
cocktail and a rum _ punch. During the 
visit of the Prince of Wales to India, he met the 
widow ofa British officer, and though he had a 
whole harem full of the fafrest women of the land, 
ne became infatuated with the English lady. She 
returned his -love, and they agreed to fly to Eng- 
land, but Lenchman was apprehended and taken 
in chains to Kashmir. For having

he was subjected to a fine of $150,000 and deprived 
of his caste and rank, to regain which he had to 
pass through a severe ordeal. Hi8 head being 
shorn of its magnificent locks, his scalp was be- 
smeared with filth, over that was ——_ 
a — of earth.

He presented 
his visitor, first with ane ephant and alterwards 
with a thousand rupees, as the gentleman did not 
know what todo with his elephant. Here Mr. 
Arthur mentioned a fact that had occurred to him
